SPEEDING IT TO SLOW DOWN 
W# spend hundreds of millions of dollars, says 
Frederick Bigger, Pittsburgh architect, so that 
more and more 
automobiles may' arrive more 
. speedily at a place where they must w ait longer 
and longer to enter a district where it is increas­ 
ingly difficult for them to move about. 
That* is an eloquent plea for regional plan­ 
ning. 
Cities today are faced with a serious problem. 
Latest census figures show a tendency for all 
great cities to lose population. 
The people are 
spreading out into suburban areas or going back 
to the country. 
The old automatic growth which 
Cities used to count on is no longer assured. 
Does this mean the end of progress? 
Not at 
all. If cities are not to get bigger, there is noth­ 
ing to prevent them from getting better. 
Bigger and better highways, for instance, as 
Bigger suggested in his telling phrase at the head 
of this editorial, are not enough.

WEALTH NOT PRODUCT OR “ LABOR” 


Most people are confused in the statem ent that 
all wealth comes from labor. They invariably be­ 
lieve it comes from current labor. 
With this 
idea in mind, they make rules that discriminate 
against*form er laborers who have abstained and 
furnished capital. 
This greatly retards the re­ 
wards for current labor. 
Carl Snyder, in his book. “ Capitalism the Cre­ 
ator” , has the following to say: 
“ And this wealth is not, as almost all the ear­ 
lier economists assumed, the product of ‘labor’; 
nine-tenths of it is directly the product of ma­ 
chines; these and these alone made possible the 
present day colossal aggregate of Capital. 
And 
in turn these machines were the product of brains 
and special ability; quite literally a creation of 
genius, or of genii: inventors, contrivers, discov­ 
erers, enterprisers and accumulators—all conspir­ 
ing in the economic wonder of today. 
“ A wonder? 
Our present population could not 
survive without an amazing system of transporta­ 
tion, and a still greater achievement in goods and 
enjoyment produced. 
All these are but distantly 
the creation of ‘industry’ or thrift, still less of 
‘labor‘d They are the children rather of the minds 
who devised and 
found 
means 
for 
utilizing 
new processes, new instruments, by which the 
product of a day’s wrork has (since the days of 
George Washington and Benjamin Franklin) been 
multiplied, on the average for the whole popula­ 
tion, by at least 10. 
Were it not for these ma­ 
chines and processes, and the means of transport­ 
ation, our present day fabulous accumulations 
would be inconceivable.

"And what is the method, or mechanism, by 
which all this vast system of production and 
transportation has been created? 
Virtually, by 
placing this surplus, this capital accumulation, 
largely in the hands of a relatively few individ­ 
uals, with rare gifts for the management and 
utilization of this surplus; all for the general 
good. 
The system that, for example, has in a 
single generation 
provided two-thirds or more 
of the people of the United States tw enty-five m il­ 
lions of automobiles, and the general comfort and 
enjoyments which accompany 
this 
astounding 
achievement. 
All so unbelievable, in a way, that 
it is with difficulty that we truly understand the 
process by which this vast well-being has been at­ 
tained.” 
A Mere Ba g a telle 
“ The price—the reward to the rich and the ex­ 
ceptionally capable? 
A bagatelle. 
The actual 
‘consumption’, or expenditures of the three or 
four per cent of the population whom we class 
as ‘rich’, is so slight as to be of no practical im­ 
portance. All the rest of the income of this slen­ 
der class is immediately turned back into indus­ 
try, for the development of the country and for 
higher standards of living which an immensely 
larger part of the population now enjoys."
